Dr.  Vernon  Nash,  First  Assembly 

Speaker,  Talks  on  Federal  Union 

Speaker  Is  Founder  of 
School  of  Journalism  in 
Peiping,  China. 

Noted  Religious  Leader 

Served  ns  Visiting  Professor  in 
•  Journalism  at  University  of 
Missouri  in  1932. 


Nothing  In  the  future  is  more  ^cer¬ 
tain  than  that  there  will  be  very 
great  changes  in  the  political  world 
order  during  the  1940’s.  The  su¬ 
preme  question  with  greatest  inter¬ 
est  to  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
Americans  is  what  the  United  States 
should' do  in  addition  to  the  meas¬ 
ures  for  defense  to  which  it  has  al¬ 
ready  committed  itself.  This  is  the 
proposition  that  was  presented  by 
Dr.  Vernon  Nash  Thursday  morn¬ 
ing  at  the  first  assembly  of  the 
spring  term,  in  an  address  entitled 
“The  Choice  We  Pace.” 

In  his  talk,  Dr.  Nash  discussed 
the  various  choices  open  to  the 
world  and  'the  problems  and  diffi¬ 
culties  connected  with  some  of  them 
with  particular  reference  to  the 
proposal  advanced  by  Federal  Un¬ 
ionists  to  establish  a  satisfactory 
union  of  free  peoples  as  the  nucleus 
of' a  democratic  world  government. 
According  to  Dr.  Nash,  in  this  inte¬ 
grated  and  inter-dependent  world, 
it  "is  no  longer  possible  to  depend 
alone  on  unenforceable,  voluntary 
agreements  among  nations;  inter¬ 
national  relations  simply  must  be 
governed,  he  believes,  if  there  is  to 
be'  a  peaceable  and  civilized  world. 
Dk  Nash  is  convinced  that  the  Fed¬ 
eral  principle,  invented  by  our 
Fathers,  can  be  applied  to  relations 
between  nations  today  just  as  it 
wds  in  1787  to  solve  similar  prob¬ 
lems  between  the  13  original  states. 

Dr.  Nash  founded  the  first  school 
of  journalism  at  Yenchlng  Univer¬ 
sity,  Peiping,  China,  and  served  as 
professor  of  journalism  there  from 
1924  to  1936.  He  was  visiting  pro¬ 
fessor  of  journalism  at  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Missouri  in  1932.  He  is  the 
author  of  “Educating  for  Journal¬ 
ism.”  In  addition  to  his  newspaper 
and  educational  experience,  Dr. 
Nash  is  a  religious  leader.  He  is  a 
member  of' the  Society  of  Friends 
•(Quaker)  and  a  member  of  the  Na¬ 
tional  Council  of  the  Fellowship  of 
Reconciliation.  He  is  giving  most  of 
his  time  to  lecturing  in  connection 
with  the  work  of  Federal  Unionists. 
He  was  one  of  the  drafters  of  "The 
Alternative  to  International  An¬ 
archy,"  a  pamphlet  published  jointly 
by  the  Federal  Council  of  Churches 
and  the  Foreign  Missions  Confer¬ 
ence. 

Dr.  Nash  is  now  making  a  lecture 
tour  on  behalf  of  Federal  Union. 
Both  from  their  national  head¬ 
quarters  in  New  Y.ork  City  and 
through  affiliated  local  chapters,  in 
many  parts  of  the  United  States 
Federal  Unionists  are  conducting  an 
intensive  educational  campaign.  Part 
of  the  purpose  of  this  campaign  is 
to  show  that  Federal  Union  is  an 
American  idea  invented  by  the 
Fathers  of  the  American  Constitu¬ 
tion  when  they  were  faced  150  years 
ago  with  the  problem  of  creating  a 
workable  federal  government  for  the 
United  States  without  depriving  the 
various  states  of  local  autonomy  in 
matters  of  purely  local  concern. 
Fpderal  Union  maintains  that  the 
still  existing  free  democracies  of  the

In  order  to  view  in  practice  the 
work  being  done  in  government  soil 
conservation,  Dr.  Carol  Y,  Mason’s 
Conservation  class  journeyed  en 
masse  to  Clarinda,  Iowa,  on  Friday 
afternoon,  February  28.  The  subject 
of  their  visitation  was  the  Govern¬ 
ment  Soil  Conservation  Experiment 
Station  located  west  of  Clarinda. 

There  they  were  conducted  by  a 
supervisory  employee  throughout  the 
station  and  viewed  in  aotual  progress 
what  they  had  read  about  in  class¬ 
room,  The  Clarinda  station  was 
selected  for  visitation  because  of  the 
Marshall  soil  in  that  area  which  is 
continuous  with  the  type  of  soil  in 
this  section  of  Northwest  Missouri, 

A  registry  is  maintained  at  the 
station  wherein  visitors  are  invited 
to  register  their  names.  The  class 
complied  with  this  privilege.  One 
member  of  the  class,  Miss  Kua 
Saligupta,  was  in  a  conspicuous  posi¬ 
tion  as  she  signed  toe  registry  as  a 
native  of  Bangkok,  Thailand.  Sens¬ 
ing  that  she  was  likely  the  only  onfe 
from  that  country  visiting  at  this 
far  removed  spot,  she  glanced  over 
toe  registry  to  find  that  visitors 
were  registered  from  British  South 
Africa  and  Australia.  However,  the 
name  of  Miss  "Sally"  proved  to  be 
the  only  one  from  her  homeland  of 
Thailand.

“I  have  sometimes  wondered  whpther.it  lyoplcl 
be  possible  to  free  ourselves  from  a. good  deal  of 
troublesome  interference  simply  by  making  the 
assumption,  that  ip  a  college  we  are  no  longer  doab 
ipg  with  children,  bpt  with  udulls.  Op  such  an.ajg* 
sumption,  we  could  offer  them  a  bard  life  intelieefu- 
nlly,  not  an  easy  ope.  Even  if  we  wore  offering  them 
something  quite  new,  a  fresh  science  or  a  fresh 
language,  we  should  introduce  them  to  it  stronip 
ously,  without  waste  of  time. 


“There  is  one  thing  more  which  J  believe  t,q.  be 
essential  tp  the  success  of  honors  work  ip  a  college 
-—the  provision  of  a  number  of  open  scholarships 
which  might  be  competed  for  by  freslppop.or  pos¬ 
sibly  by  sophomores  from  nil  parts  of  the  country. 
This  should  supply  a  nucleus  of  students  pf  fjrsjt- 
I'lde  ability,  who  would  set  the  necessary-  high 
standard  of  advanced  work,  without  ybich  there 
is  no. justification  tor  giving  honors  at  alb”
